also "ministers without portfolio" 
charged only with high-level cold 
war planning.

the negotiation of the Japanese 
Peace Treaty, would get the num- 
ber one cabinet post next Jan. 20 
was generally well received by 
State Department officials

despite some bitterness " toward 
him resulting from his attacks on 
Truman foreign policies during the 
presidential campaign. 


Unless he go^s to Korea with 


Eisenhower soon — which Dulles 
has indicated he will not do—these 
officials expect he will shortly open 
nn office near that of Secretary of 
Stale Achcson. 


They believe Dulles will readily 


accommodate himself to the work 
of the department and that because 
of his experience in the field the 
transfer of control will be smoother 
than it would have been with al 
most any other successor. 


Veteran of 4S Years 


Dulles Is unlike any other man 


Eisenhower might have named. 
Not only a veteran of 45 years of 
work in the foreign field—he was 
secretary of an international con 
ference when his grandfather was 
secretary of state in 1907—he has 
also played an important part in 
the development of national poli- 
cies during recent years. 


Once a U. S. Senator and a close 


associate of the late Sen. Arthur 
Vandcnberg and of Gov. Thomas 
E. Dewey. Dulles had a hand in 
the formation of the United Na- 
tions, and in obtaining bi-partisan 
backing for it. 


He has served on many missions 


abroad, apart from the U. N. He 
was one of those who helped to 
put across the Marshall Plan for 
European recovery and to shape 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
zation.

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Our Leaders Recognized Need for 


Smooth Transfer of Reins 


On June 2, President Truman pinned a medal on General 


-TEisenhower as the general doffed his uniform to enter the 
political lists. No one then imagined what bitter antagonists 
they would become before the election was over. 


Mr. Truman, stung by steady criticism, lashed out yi 


olently. He drew the campaign down to the lowest level in 
many years. 


Since then, however, the. President has regained his 


sense of responsibility. He is bent on assuring an orderly 
transition from his administration to Eisenhower's on Jan. 
20. 


Fortunately for the natian, President-elect Eisenhower is 


likewise determined that'no personal rancor shall affect "the 
security and well being of the American people. He, too, is 
eager to achieve a smooth transfer of authority. 


In that spirit, the two men met at the White House in an 


historic session. It was historic because in previous criti- 
cal periods—most recently in the great depression—there 
was no such cooperative attitude. The shift of power from 
an old to a new administration was painful and damaging. 


The free world and the Communist lands alike should 


'take full note of this event, and the cooperative arrangements 
that developed out of it. It is an impressive sign of the will 
of democratic leaden to surmount the cumbersome handi- 
caps of the democratic process. 


Before the two men met, Eisenhower had made clear 


his cooperation could be only for informational purposes, 
since legally he has no power to act as President until 
January. ,lt was heartening to see that Mr. Truman accepted 
those terms. And re-emphasized that he is alone responsi 
We for the conduct of affairs in this co-called interregnum. 


We should not assume that the wish on the part of these 


two leaders to produce a painless transition will necessarily 
be fully realized.. You cannot switch from one regime to 
another after 20 years without* causing some confusion and 
anguish and uncertainty. * 


Yet we ought to be thoroughly grateful that both the 


.outgoing and incoming American leadership understands so 
well the importance of reducing to a minimum the strains 
that go with change. . 


Carelessness Isn't Engineered Away 


The recent flurry of accidcntf.oh the famed New Jersey 


Turnpike has caused the customary shaking of heads among 
.those who styled this highway a "dream road." 


The pike is a smooth black ribbon for 118 miles, unbrok 


en by stoplights, grade crossings and frequent roadside 
entry points. There are less than a score of access roads.

It seems almost incredible ,that in two days there could 


have been 60 passenger cars involved in a series of accidents. 


Actually, the surprise ought not to be so great. No road 


in this world is safe against the human factor. A highway 
is only as safe as are the habits of the men who use it. 


In this instance, dozens of motorists were driving in 


thick fog—and driving too fast for conditions of visibility. 
You cannot engineer such carelessness out of a highway. 
You can only try to educate drivers to tailor their driving 
to conditions—and compel them by police surveillance until 
they are so educated.

JACOBY ON BRIDGE 


Expert Care Averts Pitfalls 


BY OSWALD JACOBY 


When the annual National Bridge 


Championship begins in Miami a 
the end of this month, Joe Cohan 
president of the Bridge League, 
will be on hand to welcome ex- 
perts from all parts of'the coun- 
try. Joe will be a host in more 
ways than one because, although 
his home town is Wooster, Ohio 
he spends about half of the year in 
Florida. 


Besides being a good executive 


the genial Irishman is also one of 
the top-ranking players in the 
country. Today's hand, played by 
Joe Cohan in a recent rubber 
bridge game, shows him at his 
careful best. 


West opened a low trump, and 


dummy won with the ten. Joe led 
another trump from dummy, ant 
put up the ace of trumps from his 
own hand when East showed out. 


The average player would prob- 


ably switch to hearts at this point 
in the hope of» discarding diamonds 
from the dummy. This plan would 
fail, since West would ruff the last 
heart with a low trump, forcing 
dummy to overruff. 


Dummy would have to return a 


diamond, and West would be able 
to take the trick and lead out the 
king of spades to draw dummy's 
last trump. South would wind up 
losing a trump and three dia- 
monds. 


Cohan saw this danger and 


therefore took the club finesse at 
the third trick. This finesse had 
to be risked sooner or later, no 
matter how the hand was played, 
and the immediate finesse was 
necessary for other reasons. 


When the queen of clubs held 


the third trick, declarer cashed 
the ace of clubs, and ruffed a club 
in his own hand. Only now was it 
proper to begin on the hearts. 


When the fourth heart was led, 


West found himself unable to de- 
feat the contract. If he ruffed low, 
dummy would overruff, and South 
would then ruff out dummy's last 
club. If West ruffed the last heart 
With his king, dummy would dis- 
card. Either way, declarer was 
sure of ten tricks.

Manhattan Cafe proprietor this morning brought an explanation of the 
most important new rule in high school basketball this season— the 
"one and one" free throw rule change. 


Here's how It's set up, according to Potts: 


AT ANY TtMIS during the first 29 minutes of the game, all except 


the last three minutes that is, fouls that used to give th4 shooter one 
free throw now give the shooter an extra free throw— if he misses the 
first attempt. If the first free throw attempt is made, then the op- 
posing team takes the ball out of bounds, just as before. This rule 
applies to all one-shot fouls except double fouls. On double fouls each 
shooter gets only one free throw, whether he makes it or not. 


During the final three minutes of the K*mr, all fouls are 


two free throw fouls. The reason for the new ruling*, ac- 
cording to Potts, Is to reduce the number of fouls committed In 
a game. 


WE WILL RESERVE final opinion on this maneuver until a few 


games have been viewed. At the moment, however, this switch strikes 
us as something less than acceptable from the fans' point of view. 
We have always considered time spent at the free-throw line as time 
taken from the real action of the game. For that reason, we have 
railed at times against whistle-happy, referees. 
A game that in- 


volves a constant march from free throw line to free throw line in- 
variably Is dull.

County Ranks 11th in Study 
On Teacher Qualifications 


DEKALB —(Special)— Less than 


50 per cent of the elementary 
school teachers of the northern 24 
counties of Illinois hold teaching 
certificates which meet full state 
requirements, according to a sur- 
vey just reported by Dr. Joseph 
Clettenberg, director of extension 
at Northern Illinois State Teachers 
college. 


This survey, made by two gradu- 


ate students under Dr. Cletten- 
berjt's direction, is based on a' 
questionnaire which gathered re- 
turns from 9.219 teachers of the 
area. 


Lee county ranked llth on the 


list of 24 counties with 71 per cent 
of Its grade school teachers having 
less preparation than the four-year 
college degree. 


The study did not include the 


city of Chicago but reached as far 
sou;!; ac Putnam, Grundy. and 
Bureau counties and i n c l u d e s 
teachers in Cook county outside 
Chicago.

The report shows that Cook coun- 


ty had only 20 per cent ot Its ele- 
mentary teachers teaching without 
the bachelor's degree, which is re-
